Kan., July 17.—While rain i 
had fell in various parts of Kansas in j 
the 24 hours preceding last night, the j 
drouth was not yet broken, and little I 
benefit had been experienced by th" j 
crops. 
The rains have been small, j 
local affairs and their only effect has i 
been to cool 
the 
atmosphere and J 
freshen vegetation to a certain ex­ 
tent. 
Tuesday was a moderately cool day. 
Two places in the state reported a 
temperature of. 107. but the average 
was about 99. 
Reports of blighted crops continued 
to come in. 
A hopeful tone pervades 
most of the reports, however, and the 
determination is generally expressed 
to make the best of the situation. 
In 
the eastern division of the state crops 
are suffering more than in any other. 
The damage done in the central part 
is less severe, while in the western 
part the conditions are the most fa­ 
vorable. 
To obtain water for stock and for 
fire protection is a much studied prob­ 
lem. and one that will not be solved 
until the coming of the rain. 
Previ­ 
ous estimates of half of a crop of 
corn this year will still hold good 
in case more rain comes within the 
present week. 
Lincoln, Neb., July 17.—A fall of 
two degrees in temperature, in the 
absence of rain, brought little relief 
to heat sufferers Tuesday and further 
damage I the corn 
crop. a part of 
which is now severely damaged. 
The 
maximum temperature Tuesday was 
102.

PICKETINUSUNLAWFUL. 


Judge Clark, of U. S. District Court, 


at 
Cincinnati, 
so 
An­ 


nounced. 
Cincinnati, July 17.—Judge C. D. 
Clark, of the United States district 
court, during the hearing of the mo­ 
tion to dissolve the temporary injunc­ 
tion issued against the striking ma­ 
chinists, indicated 
very plainly to 
counsel for the defense that his opin­ 
ion would be on two points involved. 
He said that for picketing an injunc­ 
tion would be granted, but that acts 
of violence and even boycotting were 
|£t to be met by injunction. Said he: 
have arrived at the conclusion, 
beyond 
all 
shadow of doubt, that 
picketing is unlawful; that it is im­ 
moral and wrong. 
Counsel for the 
defense must understand plainly that 
I am opposed to pic keting in any form 
whatever, and that I will promptly 
,®ake the power of this court felt 
I against it.” 
He described picketing 
as 
inter­ 
cepting men while going to or from 
the factory, anywhere, 
even 
miles 
away—by one man or by anyone, or 
interference with ingress and egress 
of workmen. 
“But violence.” he add­ 
ed, "is not. to be rem ell led by injunc­ 
tion in this court. It is subject to the 
criminal jurisdiction 
of 
the 
state 
courts.” 
He announced that the decision of 
the case would rest on the 
point 
whether or not it had been shown 
that there had been picketing. While 
his mind was made up as to the law 
as to picketing, he asked counsel to 
cite authorities on that point.

arguments were begun, but as Judge

Women Seeking Death. 
“If I should ever be called upon to 
furnish indisputable proof of the in­ 
herent pride of woman,” said a police 
sergeant, ”1 would point at once to ber 
invariable rule of dressing up in her 
best clothes when she goes out to com­ 
mit suicide. 
In my experience on the 
force I have had occasion to handle a 
good many suicides aud afterward in­ 
vestigate their personal affair.. and in 
every instance I have found that the 
poor unfortunates prepared themselves 
for death by donuing their best bib and 
tucker.

If the woman contemplat­ 
ing suicide owns a silk waist, she 
wears it. Her broadcloth skirt and silk 
petticoat naturally go with this gar­ 
ment, and she selects her best shoes. 
“ I have looked up tile history of 
many of these respectably clad suicides 
and have found that they ow ms! but 
one gown with which they could make 
a decent appearance on the street and 
that that one good dress was chosen 
without exception as the appropriate 
garb in which to make the exit from 
this world’s stage. It makes no differ­ 
ence what manner of death is chosen, 
the costume i" carefully selected. 
“Let a woman sleep her life away un­ 
der the in ft lien ce of drugs or burn lier 
soul out with acids or sink into the 
slime of the l iver, site clothes herself in 
her most becoming garments and seeks 
the end with apparent tranquillity. 
Her instinct of gentility and elegance 
in clothes is with lier to the last. and 
even in the face of death she shrinks 
from a puMie appearance In unbecom­ 
ing raiment.”—New York Sun.

atmosphere and 
freshen vegetation to a certain ex­

Tuesday was a moderately cool day. 
Two places in the state reported a 
temperature cf 107, but the average 
was about 99.

Some Stationary Men Out In Eastern 
Pennsylvania. 
Wilkesbarre, July 17.—The 
strike 
order of President Mullihay, of th* 
Stationary Firemen's Association of 
Pennsylvania, was promptly obeyed, 
when about 900 members of the or­ 
ganization in this section of the state 
refused to go to work. 
Most of the strikers are employed 
as firemen in the mines, and their fail 
ure to report for duty caused nearly 
ill the collieries to suspend opera­ 
tions. throwing out of work, it is esti­ 
mated, 30,000 men and boys.

17.—Judge C.

Clark, of the United Stated district 
court, during the hearing of the mo­ 
tion to dissolve the temporary injunc­
